Applicants respectfully traverse the election of species requirement set forth 
in the Office Action dated May 18, 2006. 

A careful review of the specification reveals that the two species are closely 
related and would not require separate fields of search. Accordingly, neither Applicants 
nor the Patent and Trademark Office should be put to the trouble and expense entailed in 
multiple filing and prosecution.
